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NEW RELIEF POLICY TO 
BE PUT INTO EFFECT 


An order-in-council was passed on 
Monday of last week by the Alberta 
government paving the way for a 
system under 
which persons on relief will receive 
$6.00 a month from the government, 
while municipalities would be invired 
to contribute possibly half the amount. 

The preinicr stated thas this was 
not to be ccasidered a real basic di- 
vicend, 

Municipal councils have been circu- 
larized by the government in regard 
to the plan. Under it there would be 
no repayment of the amount contri- 
buted by the government, but muni- 
cipalities could require that recipients 
work out whatever share they put up.

SERIOUS SEED SITUATION

$200,000 SPENT IN ALBERTA 
BY UNITED STATES TOURISTS 


Revealing an increase of nearly 50 
per cent over two years ago, nearly 
42,000 tourists from the United States 
entered Alberta this year through the 
two Canadian customs ports, at Car- 
way and Coutts on the Alberta-Mon- 
tana border. 

The figures given do not by any 
means represent the total of United 
States cars that entered the province 
this season as besides those which 
came from the east by way of Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan, many others 
coming in over the Crowsnest or Banff 
routes. 

Taking the average that every tour- 
ist spends at least $5 in the province, 
it is fair to estimate that these visi- 
tors from the United States put over 
$200,000 into circulation in Alberta. 

This bears out the contention that 
it is good cash business, and something 
that this province needs, to increase 
the tourist movement to Alberta. 

That estimate of money spent by 
42,000 tourists should be sufficient to 
give further impetus to the demands 
that Alberta needs better ‘highways, 
and that the investment will be return- 
ed several times over 
tourist trade.

4,022,567 BALLOTS CAST 
IN FEDERAL ELECTION 


Canada’s voters marked a record 
number of ballots on October 14, it is 
disclosed by revised but still incom- 
plete compilations by the Canadian 
Press of the voting by parties and 
provinces, With the final reports still 
to come from 
the survey 


many distant ridings, 
showed that 4,022,567 of 
the 5,917,387 listed voters went to the 
polls. 

Never before has the Canadian vote 
topped the 4,000,000 mark. The pre- 
vious record set at the 1930 election, 
was 3,898,995. The proportions of the 
vote by parties were not materially 
changed from those shown at the day 
of voting.

Mounted Section Necessary 
Separate Division Of R.C.MP. 
Being Considered 

The old order changeth. 

The Mounted Police are consider- 
ing forming a mounted section in the 
force, according to the annual report 
released at Regina headquarters. 

“If present plans are advanced to 
completion,” the report states, ‘the 
subjects of equitation, mounted drill 
and stable management will be un- 
dertaken by those assigned to the 
mounted section only.” 

The report states difficulty is ex- 
perienced in completing the training 
of some recruits within the prescrib- 
ed period of six months when inten- 
sive training in equitation is includ- 
ed in the syllabus. 

So some ~*cruits may be assigned 
to mounted duty only, while others 
will take instruction in more modern 
and rapid means of travel. 

Despite reports that the force was 
slowly but surely doing away with 
horses, Major-General Sir James H. 
MacBrien, commissioner, states in the 
report that “there is no intention 
whatever of dispensing altogether 
with the mounted man. A well train- 
ed mounted unit of sufficient number 
is invaluable to any force which may 
have to deal with unruly crowds.” 

At the present time, the report 
states, the force throughout the Do- 
min‘on has 258 saddle horses and 19 
team horses, and of these, 88 saddle 
horses and 13 team horses are locat- 
ed in Saskatchewan. 

Other means of land transport 
owned by the Mounted Police are 411 
passenger cars; 34 motorcycles; 19 
motor trucks; three railway gas cars 


Of that number, there are 96 motor 
cars, four motor trucks and 28 dogs 
stationed in Saskatchewan. 

The force also operates 11 cruisers 
and eight patrol boats in preventive 
services on the eastern and western 
coasts.

Army Troopers Prefer Jail To Having

A sys- 
tem of identification, endorsed by the 
Northeastern Poultry Producers’ As- 
sociation is based on needle-punctures 
made in the skin-webs of chickens’ 
wings and then filled with indelible 
ink. Each poultry-raiser has his own 
“brand”, which is registered, and en- | 
tered in identification books distri- | 
buted to law-enforcement agencies.

Huge Bombers Submitted To United 
States Army For Approval 


A new Vultee observation bomber, 
described by experienced aviation 
men as “the most powerful air 
weapon ever devised,” has completed 
secret factory tests and will be sub- 
mitted to the United States army for 
approval. 


Perhaps the most striking develop- 


|ment of the 850-horsepower bomber, 


which can fly at 250 miles an hour 
fully loaded, is its canopy of shatter- 
proof glass, which permits unobscure 
ed vision and preserves low air resist- 
ance. 

The bomber is equipped with one 
traversible and four fixed machine 
guns. Alternate armament can be
